AT     the    Annual    General    Meeting,    29th    March,    1916,    it 
was   resolved   that  the   suspension   of  the  Society's  work 
be  continued   for  the  year.      There  is   therefore  no  activity  to 
report. 

In  anticipation  of  a  loss  of  members  on  the  resumption  of 
work,  in  enemy  countries  and  elsewhere,  a  resolution  was  passed 
at  the  same  time  that  the  Roll  be  reopened.  Notices  to  this 
effect  have  been  published  in  the  English  and  American  press; 
so  far  five  new  members  have  joined.  The  Society  has  lost 
during  the  year  one  member,  Mr.  G.  Henfrey,  by  death,  and 
one  by  retirement. 

£200  of  the  Society's  balance  was  invested  in  Exchequer 
Bonds,  and  has  now  been  converted  into  the  new  Bonds.  The 
Statement  of  Receipts  and  Payments  shows  that  the  Society 
has  in  addition  to  this  a  small  but  sufficient  working  balance  of 
£27  in  the  Bank. 
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
